Tune, on the question of police control as're- 
gulated by the County Government Bill, In 
the original drafy of that Bill it was propoaad 
that the management of the police should 
bo . transferred, toa joint Committee _o! 
Quarter Sessions. and. the now: County 
Council, but ‘tho. appointment of the Chief 
Constable was to remain “ne at. present 
with ‘the Quarter, Sersious. On several’ 
poinis.in the County, .

Dr. Atkinson, the naw Superintendent, arrived 
out in the Colony and took charge:in November, 
finding the anpleasant state of affairs to which I 
have alluded to greet him on his arrival. 

The Senior Wardmaster has sined been son- 
tenosd to.seven years’ hard labour in Gaol for 
embezzling the property of patients in the Hoa- 
pital, two of whom wore in a dying onudition. 

Tho Wardmasters have boon a'continual saurco 
of trouble daring tho foartoon years L-have bonn 
in oharge of this Departmont. - I havo seoif over 
twonty appointed besitles » onmbar acting for a 
timo. ‘ : 

At present we liavo two Acting Wardmastors, 
neither of whom is satisfied with bis post. The 
Aoting Senior Wardmaster, a Polico Constable,

To my firat, Annual Report for 1878, T had to, 
comment on the trouble which appesred:to-buset: 
the filling of these posts, and for fourteen years 
my reports in the sane connsction have boon 
incessant, bunt though the Wardmasters’ pay has 
been, slightly imcransed.it is mot sulficiont to 
secnre trained ‘mon, or in. view. of the duties 
porformed, or compared with the pay of ‘offloexs 
of tho samo rank in, other’ Departmonts. Tho 
‘Wardmasters have twelve hours of continuous 
duty todo. They have to attund the Superin- 
tendent-in-his ronods,-to.see-the. Chinesa_nurses 
do their duty, to administor madicines, to change

I think I have said enough to show that it is 
very detriniontal to the proper administration of 
the Hospital that’ continnol changer should re- 
car in these posts by resaon of: the employment 
of ipferior men at low salaties.. Such changes 
add very greatly to the troubles of the Superin- 
tendént, and dotract very much from the com- 
fort of the patients. It is,trae that for the most, 
part tha latter areonly seamen, Government ser. 
vants, police cases, or destitutes, hut there should 
Ve no distinction of clasa. in the treatment of the 
sick in Hospitals. All axe entitled to the‘ same 
offivionoy of nursing as if they belonged to the

+ Dr. Atkinson has had the trouble of training 
the two present Wardmastera for three mouths 
ata'time of great emergency while an epidemic of 
ewall-pox was raging in the coloay. The duties 
of training and instrnction doubléd his work, 
and naturally canged him not only a great amount 
of cara and anxiety, bnt neoaasitated much extra 
and haraysing watobfnlness. This burthen Dr. 
Aticinson bas borne with great cheorfuiness, not

The words of the prophet, “ Your cities shall be 
heaps,” that is, the rnbbish of devastations piled 
up, have been fnifilled, and here and: there are 
little hills to toll the sad tale, “Tho last dostruc- 
tlon by the T’si-pings, who drove the plough- 
share throngh thesa streets, is now around us 
aud about us. They camo in 1861 down thé 
On the 14th day of the 4th moow 
the people lifted up their eyes and beheld the 
smoke rising in the great suburb on the Wost, 
which extended fire miles and contained probably 
ahalf million people. In ona night's conflagra- 
jou it was eutirely demolished. From the East 
Gates in the mud and rain the inhabitants poured 
forth in living streams of living men and women, 
many of whore lifvless bodies were soon to Mont 
towards the seaon the silent canals. A small- 
footed lady would carry her child, and then, 
when no longer able to walk,-creep on- hor knees 
till in’s fit of desperation she would cast the 
child in the street, and going on further, heart- 
broken at the deed, she. would herself plonge 
into the water. Wolls were choked with the 
corpses of noble women who foared a worse fate 
from the looting soldiery. Many of the people 
orowded’to Shanghsi and perished in the pesti- 
lence. Many died of starvation. Some large 
families lost thres-fourths of their’ number. A 
namber who had money escaped lo the hills and 
sattered through the country, and in that. ani- 
versal brotherhood of trial, where so much. mu- 
tual kindness was shown, passed through the 
severe pariod. Bonuses were pulled down for the 
firewood aud weeping Jeremiabs sung 
doth-the city sit solitary that was full'of people! 
How is sho become as a widow! Sho that was 
great emong the nations and princess among the 
provinces.” “ Hor princes ara become like harts 
that find no pasture, and they are gone without 
strength before the pursuer!”
